John  Hill. 

The  dentil  of  ex -Congressman  John  Hill, 
at  Boonton,  on  Thursday  morning,  caused  a 
profound  feeling  of  grief  throughout  the 
entire  .State.  Mr.  Hill  has  hecu  suffering 
with  Bright’s  disease  for  several  months, 
but  not  until  the  past  fexv  weeks  has  be 
been  confined  to“his  room.  About  one 
month  since*  he  was  present  at  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Sunday -school  anniversary  and  made 
a  few  short  remarks.  In  forty  years  he  has 
only  missed  one  of  these  gatherings.  During 
all  this  time  he  has  held  the  office  of  super¬ 
intendent  of  the  school.  The  following  is  a 
short  account  of  his  life : 

John  Hill  was  born  at  Catskill,  N.  Y., 
June  10,  1821.  His  father  for  several 
years  was  Treasurer  of  Catskill  county. 
His  education  was  gained  in  a  private 
school.  After  completing  his  education 
he  joined  in  various  mercantile  pursuits. 
He  removed  to  New  Jersey  about  1845, 
settling  at  Boonton,  where  he  became  con 
uected  with  tho  iron  works  and  was  inter¬ 
ested  in  other  lines  of  business.  He  sat  in 
the  State  Assembly  in  the  years  1861,  1862 
and  1866.  During  the  latter  term  he  served 
as  Speaker  of  the  House.  During  the  war 
of  the  rebellion  Mr.  Hill  was  very  active  in 
raising  troops  for  the  .North.  He  was  first 
elected  a  Reprosenative  from  New  Jersey 
to  the  Fortieth  Congress  on  the  Republican 
ticket.  He  was  re-elected  to  the  Forty - 
first  and  Forty  second  Congresses.  His 
last  term  in  Congress  was  from  1881  to
